OBITUARY. 


Mr. Edward Clark, for the past 37 years Architect of 
the United States Capitol, died Jan. 6 in Washington, 
PD. C. He was born in 1822. . 


Mr. S. Edward Bates, First Assistant City Engineer of 
Richmond, Va., died at his home in that city on Dec. 20. 
Mr. Bates was 60 years of age, and had been in the City 
Engineer’s Department for 49 years. 

Mr. John M. Sterling, Civil Engineer, died suddenly at 
his home in Detroit, Mich., on Dec. 30 of heart disease. 
He was 61 years of age, and was formerly Superintendent 
of Tracks and Bridges of the Chicago & West Michigan 
R. 


Mr. Pandia Ralli, Mining Engineer, was murdered re- 
cently, near Mavitac, Luzon, P. I., where he, with Messrs. 
F. Emerson Hoar and Charles Muller, had located three 
rich coal mines. At the time of the massacre Mr. Ralli 
was left with seven natives to guard the camp, Messrs. 
Hoar and Muller being engaged at other points, and all 
but one native shared his fate. The camp was burned and 
all marks of the claims were destroyed. 


Mr. Charles E. Barnes, of Malden, Mass., promoter and 
owner of street railways and President of two companies 
running between Danvers, Newburyport and other towns, 
died suddenly of heart disease at the North Union Station 
in Boston, Mass., on Jan. 4. Mr. Barnes built the Haver- 
hill & Georgetown, the Georgetown, Rowley & Ipswich, 
the Plymouth, Warren & Kingston, the Brookfield & 
Spencer, the Leominster & Clifton and other electric roads 
in Massachusetts and throughout New England. 


Mr. Charles B. Lamborn, formerly a prominent figure 
in railroad circles, died Jan. 2 at his home in New York 
city, aged 64 years. Mr. Lamborn was born in Pennsyl- 
vania, and was graduated from Oberlin College before the 
outbreak of the Civil War. He entered the Federal Army 
and served through the campaign, attaining the rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel. At the close of the war he entered 
railroading and devoted the next 30 years of his life to 
that occupation, finally becoming Vice-President of the 
Denver & Rio Grande R. R. This position he resigned in 
1893 to accept that of Land Commissioner of the Northern 
Pacific. 


Mr. John W. Taylor, Chief Engineer of the Terminal 
Railroad Association of St. Louis, Mo., was killed Dec. 
26, being run over by a switch engine of the Wabash R. 
R. He had been on an inspection trip with five other 
persons on his gasoline inspection car, and the car was 
approaching a grade crossing when the switch engine was 
seen on’ the other track. The person in charge thought 
the car would clear the crossing, but three of the party, 


including Mr. Taylor, jumped from the car and two of 
these fell on the track and were killed by the engine. The 
ear crossed in front of the engine, and those who re 
mained upon it were not hurt. Mr. Taylor was born at 
Decatur, 111, in 1866, and after graduating from the Uni 
versity of Illinois, he entered railway service, and in ISSS 
became Assistant Engineer of the St. Louis, Alton & Terre 
Haute Ry. In 18%, he engaged in private practice as an 
architect at Knoxville, Tenn., but in 1IS02 was appointed 
Assistant Engineer to the Terminal Railroad Association 
of St. Louis, and became Chief Engineer in 1000, succeed 
ing the late Mr. N. W. Eayts

He was married at Cham

LITERARY MAGAZINES.—In the January ‘Century’ 
we find a very good description of the electric under 
ground railways of London and Paris by Mr. Isaac N 
Ford. It is interesting to note that statisticians look 
forward to a population of 12,000,000 in the London of 
thirty years hence. Perhaps the prediction may be real- 
ised, but there is some reason to believe that there may 
be a reaction from the tendency toward the congestion of 
population in cities which will help to solve the in 
creasingly difficult problems of municipal life. 

“Harper’s’’ for January contains two articles on scien- 
tific subjects. In the first Prof. Simon Newcomb attempts 
to make clear to the popular reader the significance of 
geometry of the fourth dimension. In the other a writer 


reviews experiments in the production of low tempera- 
ture, and the liquefaction of gases. He refrains entirely 
from mentioning the names of any American experi-

menters. 
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ever, in view of the methods adopted in this country to 
exploit the liquid air business. 

“Scribner's"’ leading article this month Is entitled ‘‘The 
Commercial Invasion of Europe,’’ by Frank A. Vanderlip, 
late Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. Such a vast 
deal has been spread before the reading public on this 
topic that Mr. Vanderlip could hardly be expected to say 
anything new. His story is well told, but occasionally in 
the attempt to make as much as possible of his subject 
he slips up, as for example, in the statement that ‘‘there 
is not a railway of importance in the United Kingdom on 
which trains are not being pulled by American locomo- 
tives.” That part of Mr. Vanderlip’s paper in which he 
discusses questions of finance and international trade re- 
lations is particularly good. It is not generally realized 
that the banking system of the United States has no 
counterpart in any country in the world except Great 
Britain and is one of the most potent of the labor saving 
machines that aid us in international competition. 

“The World's Work’’ for January is directly in line 
with Mr. Vanderlip’s paper, practically the whole number 
being devoted to an exposition of American progress in 
foreign trade. In view of the present market conditions, 
when American exporters find themselves underbid by 
England and Germany in many lines where large sales 
were being made two years ago, something of these 
present conditions might well have been inserted in any 
such extended review. 

In the “‘Review of Review'’ for January, Prof. Emory 
R. Johnson, of the Isthmian Canal Commission, gives a 
brief summary of that body’s final conclusions. ‘‘Irriga- 
tion in the West"’ is the title of a paper by Wm. E. 
Smythe, in which an annual national appropriation of 
$10,000,000 to build irrigation works is urged. There are 
also papers on the burning of clay for road material in the 
West and on the Nobel prizes, recently awarded. 

In the ‘“‘Forum,’’ Admiral Melville writes on ‘‘The Mili- 
tary Duty of the Engineering Institutions.’’ He sets 
forth the advantages to be gained by giving students 
in the engineering schools instruction in military science. 
He fails to make clear, however, in just what manner 
he would have the students trained. A number of en- 
gineering schools now have military drill, but recently 
made history is making men doubtful of the value of the 
orthodox ‘‘drill’’ which the private soldier receives as 
a preparation for actual military service. Apropos of this, 
the January “‘Scribner’’ contains an article on ‘‘Military 
Parades and Parade Training,’’ in which the author says 
‘Modern European tactics are antiquated pedantry, quite 
as much out of date to-day as were the regulations of 
Frederick the Great in the Napoleonic wars.’’ We heartily 
commend this article to any of our readers who are in- 
terested in the live subject of military instruction. Will it 
not be well to con carefully the lessons of the Transvaal 
and the Philippines and the Spaniards in Cuba and make 
sure that our present scheme of instruction is worth 
while? 

“The Forum” has another article from the pen of a 
well-known engineer. It ig entitled ‘‘Problems of Irriga- 
tion and Legislation,’’ and is by Mr. Elwood Mead, M.Am. 
Soc, C. E., of the Department of Irrigation Investigations, 

In the “‘Atlantic’’ for January Prof. John B. Clark has 
a sketch entitled ‘‘Recollections of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury,’’ in which considerable sound and much needed in- 
struction in practical economics is given under the form of 
an imaginary historical address delivered at the close of the 
present century. In the same magazine ‘‘Recent Progress 
in Astronomy” is reviewed by Mr. T. J. J. See. 

Progress toward good municipal government and what 
the English call ‘‘Municipal Trading’’ is ably reviewed by 
Edmond Kelly in ‘‘The International Monthly.’’ He points 
out that good municipal government cannot be secured by 
the form of a city charter alone, unless a majority of the 
voters will actively support good government. 

Turning now to the English reviews we find them 
naturally still largely devoted to the questions growing 
out of the Transvaal war. In the ‘Fortnightly’ Sir 
Charles Dilke advises a ‘‘counter-guerilla’’ system to 
checkmate the actions ef the Boers. A baronet thinks 
‘“light-weights’’ are what are needed to finish the war; 
and it does not occur to him to suggest—as it almost 
certainly would to an American—that if too many light- 
weights had not been in charge at the start the war 
would have been over long ago. As good proof of this 
the ‘‘Contemporary’’ publishes a diary of the Natal cam- 
paign written by a medical officer who served with the 
Boer forces, and who gives for the first time, so far as 
we have seen, a clear account of the reasons for those 
extraordinary British disasters in Natal at the outset of 
the war. 

As a good antidote to Mr. Vanderlip’s paper, referred to 
above, and to the review of American export trade in the 
‘World's Work,"’ we may commend a paper in the ‘“‘North 
American Review’’ by Mr. Carl Snyder. It is entitled 
*‘America’s Inferior Place in the Scientific World,’”’ and 
sets forth the remarkable discoveries in various branches 
of pure science which foreign investigators have made. 
Hon. W. R. Merriam, Director of the Twelfth Census, 
writes in the same magazine on the ‘‘Need of a Perma- 
nent Census Office.’’ It is to be hoped that Mr. Merriam 
may be able to convince Congress of the wisdom of the 
measure, so that a permanent national statistical bureau 
may take the place of the present temporary census or- 
ganization
